Graphic Novelist McCloud: 
Women Will Dominate Field Soon 


t the comparatively young age 


of 48, Scott McCloud is con- 

sidered the godfather of print 
and Web comics. He spoke at Agnes 
Scott in September to a crowd of 
students, comic geeks and lit profes- 
sors on his own work, as well as 
ASCs common reading this year, the 
graphic novel Persepolis. 

That coming-of-age book by 
Marjane Satrapi broke through on 
a lot of levels—internationally, 
culturally and cinematically. She 
co-produced the film adaptation, 
which included the voices of 
Catherine Deneuve, Sean Penn 
and Iggy Pop. 

The 2003 novel was chosen for 
first-year reading this year for sev- 
eral reasons: it's a first-person nar- 
rative of a 10-year-old's journey 
into adolescence in Iran in the 
'80s—a society that repressed 
many, in particular women. “It 
engages issues of gender and gen- 
der politics,” the first-year book 
committee wrote, “and embodies 
the ways in which the personal 
and political are intertwined in all 
our lives.” 

McCloud is a fan of the book 
and Satrapi, and later noted that 
based on present readership 
demographics, he's expecting a 
wave of young female graphic 
novelists soon. 

“I'm already forming the male 
under-representation committee,” 
he said. 

Through his own story-telling 
(Zot) and analysis (Making Comics) 
McCloud is respected enough to 
be called “just about the smartest 
guy in comics” by one of the 
field's other giants, Frank Miller, 


creator of noir classics Sin City and 


Batman: The Dark Knight Returns. 
McCloud's talk at ASC was the 


first after a copy of his 38-page 
illustration for the development of 
Google's new Web browser, 
Chrome, was uploaded in Europe 
days before the official launch. 

After the leak, The New York Times 
quoted him in a story that com- 
pared McCloud drawing for 
Google to “hiring Paul 
McCartney to write a jingle.” 

cCloud's father was a 

Harvard grad blind from an 
early age. That didn’t stop him 
from becoming an engineer for 
Raytheon who designed, among 
other things, the guidance system 
for the Patriot missile. 

The McLeod children grew up 
in Lexington, Mass., in a neigh- 
borhood where comics and draw- 
ing flourished. McCloud later 
adapted the family name. Some of 
his childhood friends were Kurt 
Busik, Chris Bing (a Caldecott 
winning illustratrator) and “the 
incredible DeWan brothers,” as he 
describes them, Ted and Bill. 

All three of McCloud's siblings 
went into engineering or tech 
fields, except Scott. But his father 
always believed in and encour- 
aged his art, although he never 
saw it. 

"So the phrase ‘blind faith’ has a 
different meaning for me than 
some people,” McCloud said. 

As flattering as it was to be com- 
pared to Paul McCartney, it is a 
40-year-old analogy. 

Today's readers encounter narra- 
tive and information in ways 
impossible even a decade ago. 
McCloud mentioned Mosaic, the 
first graphic browser that debuted 
in 1993. It allowed non-techs to 
navigate the Web, which “works 
the way the human mind works,”

n ‘Schools to Watch,” a new ranking this year by U.S 

News & World Reports “America’s Best Colleges," 

Agnes Scott College was ranked ninth among lib- 
eral arts colleges considered “tops for innovation.” 
Agnes Scott also climbed from 30th to 16th in 
"Great Schools, Great Prices,” ranking as the best 
college value in the Southeast. 

“lam thrilled that Agnes Scott has been named a 
School to Watch,” said Agnes Scott College 
President Elizabeth Kiss. “There is such excitement 
among students, faculty and staff for new initiatives, 
from our campus-wide commitment to living honor- 
ably, to efforts underway to establish a Center for 
Women's Global Leadership. But it's gratifying that 
our peers across the country are noticing, too!” 

In the new edition of “America's Best Colleges,” 
eagerly anticipated by college administrators every 
August, Agnes Scott improved its overall position 
among national liberal arts colleges to 60th from last 
years 63rd. Factors contributing to this rise included 
increases in the college's graduation rate and in the 
percentage of its first-year students in the top 10 


percent of their high school class. Agnes Scott 
remains the top-rated college in Georgia and one of 
the top 10 in the South. 

In this “season” of college rankings, About.com—a 
subsidiary of The New York Times—named Agnes Scott 
one of the seven best women’s colleges in the nation. 
Agnes Scott and Scripps College joined the five 
remaining original “Seven Sisters” in this “seven best” 
list. In compiling this list, Allen Grove, director of 
Alfred University’s first-year experience, said “If you 
think women’s colleges fall short when it comes to 
preparing students for the real world, think again. 
These top women's colleges provide some of the 
finest liberal arts educations in the country, and all 
have the advantage of cross-registration programs 
with nearby colleges and universities.” 

Agnes Scott also placed among the top 20 in five 
categories of The Princeton Reviews The Best 368 
Colleges: No. 11 for “Town-Gown Relations,” No. 
15 for “Best Quality of Life,” No. 17 among “Stone- 
Cold Sober Schools,” No. 19 for “Best Classroom

Dean Hall Off and Running in Community Role 


ichelle Hall's recent promotion in the dean of stu- 

dents office recognizes four years’ work to further 
enrich Scotties’ intellectual lives and ethical choices— 
and their opportunities for fun. 

Hall was named associate vice president for student 
life and community relations 
this summer. It follows a con- 
tinued increase in responsi- 
bility since her arrival from 
Sewanee: The University of 
the South, in 2004. 

The idea behind Hall's new 
) role is to “establish opportu- 
nities for students to engage 
and experience the broader 
Decatur and Atlanta commu- 
nity,” she said. Unlike many 

women's colleges, Agnes 

Scott is in the midst of a 

metro with a lot going on; 
part of Hall's work is to introduce them to the wealth 
of life in an international city. 

And the converse is true. Hall said another priority 
is to “introduce more of Decatur and Atlanta to our 
campus and its most precious and feisty resource— 
our students!” On frequent excursions with Scotties, 
Hall finds herself less a chaperone than a cheerleader. 

“| never have to worry about taking our students to 
conferences or events off campus,” she said. “They are 
the most impressive group in the room—I can count 
ona Scottie being the very first at the microphone 
asking the most insightful questions!” 

Life at a women’s college differs in many positive 
ways, she said. 

“Our connection with our alumnae and their experi- 
ences is the strongest I've ever seen on a campus,” she 
said. 


"| enjoy the “can do" attitude of our student organi- 
zations and the absence of a Greek system.” 

Her own can-do spirit is manifest in experiences 
ranging from Peace Corps work in Senegal to manag- 
ing a regional Pandemic Flu Response Conference 
held at ASC last year. 

Hall's new mission falls squarely in the Scottie Spirit 
initiative, one of the cornerstones of ASC's strategic 
plan, “Engaging a Wider World.” It helps that she's a 
longtime, fervent proponent of sustainable practices 
and a healthy lifestyle. 

This term, Hall turned out at 5:45 a.m. for the col- 
lege's boot-camp program, which includes students 
and community participants. (President Kiss and 
Dean of Admission Lee Ann Afton are also program 
alums.) In November, Hall successfully completed her 
third half-marathon. 

The entire dean of students staff has worked not 
only to educate students on living well, but also pro- 
vided concrete means to achieve it—24-hour access 
to gym equipment; healthier options at the dining 
hall; and the purple bike loaner program. 

Hall and husband, Austin, (and dogs, Crispin and 
Stout) live just off campus; their home has a tiny foot- 
print of about 900 square feet. Both leave their cars in 
the drive most days—she walks to work, and Austin 
walks to the MARTA station to attend law school 
downtown. 

"We love to have students over for meals and feel 
lucky they can find us just a few feet down from the 
observatory,” Hall said. She runs into students on fre- 
quent evening walks with the dogs. 

“| think some students think of my dogs as their 
surrogate pets,” she said.

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The President’s Corner 
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Tough Economic Times Reveal 
Agnes Scott's Strengths 


“How is Agnes Scott weathering the storm?" 


I get asked this question a lot these days. Over the 
past few months, we've watched venerable institu- 
tions collapse as the deepest financial crisis in more 
than 50 years swept the globe. 


Adversity both reveals and builds a person's charac- 
ter, and | think the same holds true for institutions: In 
tough times, core values surface. In a climate of 
scarce resources, we are called to think more deeply 
about our mission and how to sustain it. 


So even as we tighten our belts and scour budgets 
for savings and efficiencies, | find myself counting 
Agnes Scott's blessings—the resources, people and 
values that will steer us through turbulent times. 


We have a substantial endowment that reflects gen- 
erations of donors who believed and invested in the 
college's future. True, it has taken a beating this fiscal 
year, dropping around 20 percent in value as of Oct. 
30. But thanks to a highly diversified investment 
strategy, our losses remain about half of the market's 
overall drop. We will be especially prudent in manag- 
ing our endowment in the next few years but it 
remains a critical source of financial strength and sta- 
bility. 

We have bright, engaging students who inspire us 
every day. Students often come to my office hours to 
share their excitement about what they are learning 
and experiencing at Agnes Scott. One student 
dropped in this fall to say how coming to Agnes 
Scott from China had transformed her, “At home, all 
| wanted was to make good grades. Here, | still want 
to make good grades—but | also want to make a dif- 
ference,” she said. “I feel challenged and empowered 
to make the world a better place.” 


Her words and deeds (her summer project helped 
develop training resources on domestic violence for 
jurors in her hometown) show us how Agnes Scott's 
mission “to educate women to think deeply, live hon- 
orably, and engage the intellectual and social chal- 
lenges of their time” comes alive. 

We have smart, dedicated faculty and staff whose 
pursuit of excellence and devotion to students is at 
the very heart of Agnes Scott's success. Their faces 
light up when they talk about the alumna who 
received an award at a national conference, the stu- 
dent selected for a museum fellowship or corporate 
internship, the musician or athlete who recently 
soared. They volunteer to help recruit students or to 
develop and teach ESOL classes to college employ- 
ees. They, too, bring our mission alive in extraordi- 
nary ways, as a group of faculty did this fall by con- 
tributing their annual salary increase to a fund to pro- 
vide additional raises to employees whose salaries are 
under Agnes Scott's Living Wage target. 

And we have devoted alumnae and friends who love 
Agnes Scott and are determined to keep the college 
strong. Despite the economic downturn, annual fund 
gifts and pledges are ahead of last year. Our student 
callers report that a number of alumnae increased 
their gifts because they knew some students will face 
special financial challenges this coming year. 


During a discussion about the economy, one trustee 
remarked, “l encourage courage." It is that spirit that 
led the board to approve a 2.69 percent increase in 
student tuition and fees, the smallest in 35 years. In 
tough times, Agnes Scott will step up to help families 
keep their daughters in school. 


|, too, encourage courage—and am thankful for the 
resources, people and values that will keep Agnes 
Scott strong.

he said, pinging like a pinball, 
launching itself from one connec- 
tion to another. 

What 14-year-old readers and 
their grandparents have in com- 
mon is the demand for a story; 
McCloud said the most compelling 
ones involve a character's desire 
and the journey to acquire it. 

The same sense of immersion and 
suspended time required for a 
good movie are also crucial in 
comics. McCloud repeatedly 
emphasized “seamless” and “flow” 
during his talk. Each frame must 
pull the reader into the next, 
because it's well-drawn and com- 
pelling. The tools cartoonists use 
involve five things, he said: 
moment, frames, image, words and 
flow.

He writes about those elements 
extensively in Making Comics. 

McCloud also emphasized 
comics are a medium, not a genre. 
Comics work everywhere—from 
fantasy to nonfiction. While it's an 
evolving medium, it's mutating into 
what he called a durable mutation, 
a thing shaping itself into some- 
thing that works. 

Considering the demand for 
mobile information and portable 
browsers, “The environment for 
comics is going to change,” he 
said, just as it did after the Web 
became widely accessible. After 
hurdling stumbling blocks like bad 
resolution and glacial download 
speeds, Web comics are flourish- 
ing, unlike newspapers and book 
sales. 

A good example is Drew Weing's 
series.

Asked to name his favorite cur- 
rent comic, McCloud said it was 
easily Canadian Brian Lee 
O'Malley's "Scott Pilgrim,” soon to 
be adapted for film. O'Malley was 
among the generation that read a 
lot of manga, saw lots of anime 
and spent hours playing video 
games. 

“And all that went ‘whump!' into 
his body,” McCloud said. Pilgrim's 
quest involves his love for roller- 
skating Ramona Flowers, which 
requires Pilgrim to battle her seven 
evil ex-boyfriends. 


"It's the funniest comic on the 
planet right now,” McCloud said. 

ASC Associate Dean and 
Professor of English James 
Diedrick said Persepolis has been 
well received by both faculty and 
first-years. 

“| actually think graphic novels 
are allied with traditional litera- 
ture, not antagonistic to traditional 
literature," he said. “Recent film 
adaptations of Jane Austen have 
led thousands to re-read the origi- 
nal novels, and cultivate a deeper 
appreciation of words and lan- 
guage, which helps sustain print 
culture. 

“Charles Dickens, whose novels 
are considered classics of English 
literature, were all originally pub- 
lished in ‘comic book'-style for- 
mats, in serial installments with 
illustrations, so in one sense they

Although he's been called a 
genius himself, McCloud said he 
was flattered when The New York 
Times compared him to the Beatles 
songwriter. 

But McCloud's final quote in the 
story made an excellent point. Ina 
multicultural, shrinking world 
where boundaries are fluid, English 
may no longer be the lingua 
franca. 

“l don't think the potential for 
comics in nonfiction has been 
exploited nearly as much as it 
could be ... When you're on an 
airplane and your life depends on 
it,” McCloud said, “comics are 
going to tell you how to open an 
emergency exit.”

In her introduction, President 
Elizabeth Kiss w elcomed Billy 
Collins to the same stage where 
the poet Robert Frost had so often 
enchanted Agnes Scott students 
and expressed the desire that 
Collins would grace the campus at 
least as often. When Collins 
appeared (as keynote speaker for 
the AJC/Decatur Book Festival) he 
politely dismissed any comparison 
by saying that compared to Frost's 
poetry, his own poems brought to 
mind “a dorm room after a long 
bad weekend.” A capacity crowd 
then settled in for an evening of 
poignant humor with one of 
America’s favorite poets 

He began the reading with 
‘Brightly Colored Boats on the 
Banks of the Charles” and 
followed with “Fishing on the 
Susquehanna in July.” Then, as a 
tribute to the upcoming Labor 
Day holiday, he read “Monday,” a 
poem about how the rest of the 
world works while “the poets 
are at their windows, because it 
is their job for which they are 
paid nothing every Friday after- 
noon.” The reading also includ 
ed “Ballistics,” “Epigraph,” 
‘Tension,” “Hippos on Holiday,” 
and “Litany.” The warm applause 
that followed each poem signaled 
an endorsement of the line from 
“Bathtub Families” that “language is 
better than reality.” Animal lovers 
were especially pleased with his 
two poems about dogs: “Dharma,” 
a tribute to a dog's life of unen 
cumbrance (“If only I were not ber 
God"), and “The Revenant,” whose 
speaker is the ghost of a dog who 
was euthanized \ | never liked you 
not one bit When | licked your lace | 
thought of biting off your nose

Nobel Prize Nominee Speaks Feb. 19 


George Mitchell's background and service—including U.S. Army 
Counter Intelligence officer, attorney, judge and majority leader of 
the U.S. Senate led to his inclusion among Time magazine's 100 
Most Influential in the World this year. He 
served as Maine's senator for 14 years. After 
leaving the Senate in 1995, he went on to inves- 
tigate complex issues ranging from steroid use 
by baseball players to negotiations that eventu- 
ally resulted in a historic 1998 peace accord in 
Ireland, approved by voters in both Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Republic. 

In addition to his nomination for the Nobel 
eace Prize, Mitchell has received the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, this country's 
highest civilian honor. He was voted “the most 
respected member” of the Senate six years running. After 9/11 
Mitchell was the independent overseer of the American Red Cross 
Liberty Disaster Relief Fund, formed to help victims of the attacks. 

Now chancellor of The Queens University of Northern Ireland, he 
is the author of four books: Men of Zeal, co-authored with his col- 
league, former Senator William S. Cohen, on the Iran-Contra inves- 
tigation; World on Fire, on the greenhouse effect and steps to curb it; 
Not For America Alone: The Triumph of Democracy and The Fall of 
Communism; and Making Peace, an account of his experiences in 
Northern Ireland.

Life-Changing Mission to Burma lee Hubert, Kilimanjaro Scholar 


or some 150,000 people along the 

border of Thailand and Myanmar, 
“home” is a refugee camp that's been 
in existence for decades. Independent 
relief organizations say the number is 
really much higher. Many of the 
refugees are, effectively, prisoners— 
they include political activists, mem- 
bers of ethnic separatist groups and 
those fleeing human rights abuses. 


As Agnes Scott's second 
Kilimanjaro scholarship recipient, 
Michelle Turney Lane '07, and her 
husband, Ryan, arrived in 2007 to | 
teach English in Nupho (one of nine 
refugee camps along the border). 
They became the two head teachers 
of the new, non-formal English edu- 
cation program in the “Persons of 
Concern" section of the camp. Their 
students, ranging from age 14 to 60, 
were politically active in Myanmar, 
either as students or through involve- 
ment in opposition parties. (Or they 
were classified “person of concern" 
because of a family member's involve- 
ment.) The country’s name is even 
contested, as some refuse to recog- 
nize the regime that renamed the | 
country. Although the U.N. calls it | 
Myanmar, it remains Burma to many. 


The school was a primitive but 
comfortable bamboo hut with incon- 
sistent electric service—occasionally, 
evening lessons were held in the 


dark. 


"We hadn't anticipated how severe- 
ly underfunded our school was,” Lane 
recalled. “But at the same time, we © 
were blessed with a very committed 
administration committee of former 
political prisoners that had started 
the program.” Lane and her husband 
lived with a member of the commit- 
tee and his wife, which eased their 
entry into the community. 


At Christmas, the Lanes turned to a time-honored 
American method of fundraising for the school, the 
bake sale. They made and sold 800 Christmas cookies. 


“| certainly have a greater appreciation for ovens 
after baking over a charcoal fire for three days 
straight,” Michelle said. Beyond teaching and 
fundraising, they also worked closely with the 
school’s administration to identify other needs for 
refugees awaiting resettlement. The Lanes helped 
organize educational and job skill programs tailored 
to relocation in the United States. 


Due to her study abroad experience at ASC, teach- 
ing in Nupho was not Lane's first time working in 
less-than-tourist conditions overseas. She also studied 
in Thailand and spent a summer as a Hubert Scholar 
working in a clinic in Bolivia. As an international 
relations and pre-med student, she was passionate 
about pursuing social justice through medicine, 
which is one of the Hubert Scholar program's goals. 


Physician-anthropologist Paul Farmer and econo- 
mist Amartya Sen are among Lane's heroes. 


“| entered the situation with their structuralist per- 
spectives, to attempt an understanding of the socioe- 
conomic factors that were influencing the high rates 
of maternal and infant mortality in Bolivia,” Lane said. 


“However, while encountering women and chil- 
dren in the hospitals and clinics, | felt as though 
something vital was missing from my understanding. 
While I could tell people about the factors that | 
could see causing these high mortality rates, those

weren't the theories most of these women were oper- 
ating on when they made their decisions,” Lane said. 


Once in the Burmese refugee camp, Lane stumbled 
across the methodology of narrative analysis as a 
means to communicate with and understand the per- 
spectives of former political prisoners. By allowing a 
person to tell her story without interruptions, Lane 
learned than with direct questions and her own 
understanding. Back in the U.S., Lane looked for 
places that were making the link between narrative 
analysis and medicine. What she found surprised 
her—narrative analysis was being employed more at 
nursing schools than at medical schools, she said. 


“These experiences ultimately led me to switch 
from pursuing an M.D. to becoming a nurse midwife 
with a masters in public health,” Lane said. “I feel | 
will be better able to capture the stories of the women 
| encounter and better understand my role in empow- 
erment.” 


Lane and her husband now live in her home state 
of Minnesota, where they also have helped some of 
their former students from Nupho settle. She is 
preparing to enter a nurse midwifery program next 
year.

who is this year's Outstanding Alumna for 
Service to the Community. 

Edwards was always passionate about com- 
munity involvement, said her sister, Mary 
Aichel Samford '49, When the sisters were 
at Agnes Scott, the world was recovering 
from World War II and “Aich,” as she was 
known on campus, wanted to help. She 
volunteered as a Red Cross field representa- 
tive and traveled all over North Georgia to 
visit servicemen’s families in the event of ill- 
ness or tragedy. She then relayed family 
news back to the troops via the Red Cross’ 
international network. 

After college Edwards married, but prema- 
turely became a widow with four young 
children. In need of work, she opened an 
interior decorating business in Midtown. In 
1973, Peachtree Street was lined with bath-

houses and massage parlors, including Wild 
Mary’s and the Purple Passion Parlor, she 
recalled 

“There were only a handful of people who | 
thought Midtown was worth saving,” 
Edwards said 

The city of Atlanta told her it couldn't 
close the burlesque halls unless business 
owners came forward to show their bottom 
line suffered from the seedy neighbors. 
Lacking backers, Edwards took it upon her- 
self. It took two years, but the “eyesores”’ | 
finally cleared out, creating room for legiti- 
mate storefronts. So when the Midtown 
Business Association needed to find a secre- 
tary and treasurer, her genuine desire to 
revitalize the area made Edwards an obvious 
candidate. 

“The woman who had been treasurer had 
loose checkbooks like they give you when

you open an account. She gave them to me 
in a paper sack and said, This is it. I’m mov- 
ing. Goodbye.” Edwards recalled. “So | was 
secretary-treasurer for a year.” Then the 
president of the association had to step 
down, so Edwards assumed that role. What 
started with a one-day-a-week commitment 
turned into a full-time job. 

One of her biggest battles was in the mid- 
70s, when Edwards successfully opposed 
Southern Bell's efforts to replace the Fox 
Theatre's corner lot with an office building 
Edwards joined forces with Atlanta 
Landmarks Inc. to save the grand, one-of-a- 
kind showplace. Edwards also served on the 
Board of the Atlanta-Fulton County Public 
Library for 10 years. From 1983 to1985, she 
served as board chair during the time a

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Mortenson's “Girls” Schools Changing Generations 


OF CENTRAL ASIA IN’ 


BOOKS NOT RIFLES —Three Cups of Tea author Greg Mortenson visits with children 
who attend a school built by the Central Asia Institute

a drizzly and cold Wednesday after- 
noon in late January. ] 


reg Mortenson, author of New York 

Times bestseller Three Cups of Tea and 
the children’s book Listen to the Wind 
spoke to a standing room only crowd 
at Agnes Scott College in January. 
Students, school children and adults of 
all ages listened to this former moun- 
taineer and military veteran talk about 
how his failed attempt to climb K2 led 
him down an unlikely path to under- 
stand the most effective way to combat 
terrorism—by building schools for 
girls in the remote areas of Pakistan 
and Afghanistan. His message is a 
timely one as our new president 
reminds us that it is not only govern- 
ment, but people across our country, 
who can bring about change as we 
redefine a strategy to combat terror- 
ism, manage two wars and mend our 
economy in the midst of a global 
financial crisis. 

Mortenson engaged children in the 

audience with his tales of failure and

hard lessons learned. His first check 
was $623 in pennies from children in 
the Wisconsin elementary school 
where his mother was principal. This 
evolved into a “Pennies for Peace” 
campaign that has raised more than 
$900,000 and will involve 15,000 
schools next year. Many of the chil- 
dren present had their penny jars with 
them. The campaign encourages chil- 
dren to select an issue, local or global, 
and to invest their funds in a solution. 

Mortenson’s nonprofit organization, 
the Central Asia Institute, has built 78 
schools—and only one has ever been 
hit by a Taliban rocket. Since 2007, 
Mortenson said, the Taliban has 
bombed more than 500 schools in 
Afghanistan and 300 in Pakistan, most- 
ly schools for girls. 

Why don't the Taliban target CAI 
schools? Because local warlords and 
families build the schools and want 
them in their communities. This com- 
munity engagement and investment is 
a strong enough barrier to stop Taliban 
bombs. 

Why do religious extremists bomb 
and close girls’ schools? Because the 
Taliban feed on ignorance and recruit 
illiterate young men to their fight. 
They know educated women are less 
likely to allow their sons (or husbands) 


to go to war. Traditionally a young 
man must get his mother's approval 
before going on a jihad and educated 
mothers say “no.” Also, educated 
women are more likely to resist vio- 
lence, promote effective government 
and have smaller, healthier and better- 
educated families. 

Mortenson believes listening, under- 
standing and education will effectively 
combat terrorism in the long term. 

It is not easy work. Pakistan and 
Afghanistan are mired in war, political 
upheaval and desperate poverty. But 
there is good news. Mortenson shared 
UNICEF statistics that show the num- 
ber of children who are being educated 
in Afghanistan has increased eight fold 
in nine years. From 800,000 in 2000, 
there are now 7 million children in 
school (and two million are girls) in 
this war zone. 

These young people have a fierce 
determination to learn. Mortenson’s 
descriptions reminded me of children | 
taught in the villages of the Haryana 
state of India in the late 1980s. One 
small girl, age 7, with big blue eyes 
and a stick cane to help her walk, used 
to scream her words when she read. 
We could not get her to use her “inside 
voice.” She was so excited to be freed 
from the well where she was formerly 
tied every day due to her disability and 
parent’ ignorance, she was going to let 
everyone know what she was learning. 
Imagine if that kind of enthusiasm and 
positive energy was unleashed in these 
remote parts of the world. Or across 
Atlanta for that matter. 

In a time of such challenge and hope 
in our country, Greg Mortenson’s mes- 
sage rings clear and true. One person 
can make a difference. It does not take 
a lot of resources. (Mortenson sold his 
car, books and belongings to raise 
$2,000 to start the first school.) Belief 
in persistence, what is possible, educa- 
tion and the understanding that we are 
all connected is the path to peace and 
prosperity whether in Atlanta, Ga., or 
Kabul, Afghanistan.

called three students to my office during exams this past 

December. They showed up looking curious and slightly 

anxious: Why did | need to see them just now? Associate 
Vice President for Enrollment Lee Ann Afton and I greeted 
them with the good news that they had each been awarded 
a merit scholarship. Two were recipients of the college's 
Goizueta Scholarship, made possible through an endowed 
gift from The Goizueta Foundation, while the third was the 
inaugural recipient of our new Alexander and Loris 
Wasserman Scholarship established by Michael Wasserman 
and Harriet King '64. Anxiety turned to joy as the students 
cheered and cried, declaring this one of their best Christmas 
or Hanukkah presents, ever. 


A few minutes later my assistant Sara Hauk received a 
call from someone she at first took to be a distraught 
parent. It was the mother of one of our scholarship 
recipients who told us through her tears that news of 
her daughter's scholarship was a miracle for their family. 
She and her husband had been steeling themselves to 
tell their daughter over the Christmas holidays that they 
simply did not have the resources to enable her to 
return to Agnes Scott this spring. 


It was an incredibly joyful and touching moment, but 
frankly also a frightening one. How many other fami- 
lies, | wondered, were in the same position? Will Agnes 
Scott be able to go the extra mile to help families affect- 
ed by the economy keep their daughter in school? 


Today, a month into the spring semester and 14 
months into the global economic recession, | am heart- 
ened by the fact that our student retention from fall to 
spring was better than expected and that Agnes Scott 
has so far received a record-breaking 1,758 applications 
for the class of 2013, up 20 percent from last year. 
Nevertheless, as we look to next fall and beyond, we 
must prepare ourselves for greater challenges in meeting 
our students’ financial need. 


I was able to attend college thanks to a scholarship— 
and still vividly remember the elation my parents and | 
felt when | was named a Stuart Scholar at my alma 
mater, Davidson College. It was mind-boggling to me 
that generous strangers had made such a major invest- 
ment in my future. A few weeks ago at Agnes Scott's 
annual Scholarship Dinner, which gathers scholarship 
donors and recipients, | heard that elation echoed at 
every table. Speaking to our donors, many of whom had 
been scholarship recipients themselves, | felt the joy and 
pride that comes from helping to launch a bright young 
womans future. 


Of the $13 million in need- and merit-based financial 
aid that Agnes Scott is providing this year, only about 
20 percent is covered by endowed scholarships. The 
remainder comes from unrestricted funds we really 
should use for many other critical areas—from faculty 
salaries to the library to residence hall maintenance. To 
keep Agnes Scott strong in these challenging times, we 
need to build the college's resources for scholarships. An 
endowed scholarship is a gift that creates immediate and 
long-term opportunity.

approved by voters; the money 
built several neighborhood 
libraries. As the referendum called 
for a small tax increase, she wisely 
employed a professional ad 
agency. 

“The key to success in business is 
early to bed, early to rise, work 
like hell and advertise,” Edwards 
joked. Later, she helped mediate a 
deal between the High Museum 
and the Midtown library branch. 
She fought for a decent sale price 
for the existing library, which 
allowed the branch to move into a 
building across the street. Thus, 
the High was able to grow while 
the neighborhood kept its library. 

In 1991, the Georgia Senate offi- 
cially recognized Edwards for out- 
standing contributions and public 
service to art and education in her 
native Atlanta. At Agnes Scott, 
Edwards has helped the college 
assess and organize its art collec- 
tion, including the sale of some 
pieces to help The Dalton Gallery 
achieve the stature it now enjoys. 

From her Midtown condo, 
Edwards maintained her watchful 
eye. Last year, The Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution published her opinion 
piece in support of a new bond 
referendum for the library system. 
Guess what? It passed.

oanne “Jan” Varner Hawks '54 

began her crusade for the 

empowerment of women in an 
€ra when it was not a popular or 
well-known professional undertaking. 
After graduating summa cum laude in 
history from Agnes Scott, she went 
on to receive her master's and doc- 
torate from The University of 
Mississippi. Then she set out to 
change the culture of Ole Miss. This 
year, she will be honored posthu- 
mously as Outstanding Alumna for 
her Distinguished Career. 

After teaching at Blue 
Mountain College in Mississippi, 
Hawks arrived at Ole Miss in 1972 
for a dual appointment as assistant 
professor and the dean of women 

"With her wonderful sense of 
humor, she suggested she was 
given the first female history pro- 
fessorship because they had to 
hire a woman, and at least knew 


this one," her sister, Barbara Varner 


Willoughby ‘59 said. “Through the 
years her course ‘Women in 
United States History’ has been an 
Inspiration to many students, who 
credited her with their 'aha' 
moments and inspiration to 
become much more involved 
themselves. Even though Jan coau- 
thored a book, was the subject in 
another book and had a third 
book dedicated to her, | still feel 
her own teaching of students 
especially women, was her proud- 
est moment. 

As the climate for women 
evolved, so did the university. In 
1981, the Sarah Isom Center for 
Women's Studies was established 
Hawks was named the first 


director of women’s studies, a 
position she held until her 
untimely death from heart failure 
in 1998. With few women on the 
faculty to provide support, Hawks 
created a vibrant community 
focused on the advancement of 
womens studies. After spending 
years lobbying for each depart- 
ment to hire more women and 
offer courses focusing on women's 
issues, she finally was finally able 
to announce the creation of a 
minor in gender studies just before 
her death. 

“Jan was a mentor to not only 
women students but women facul- 
ty and staff. She was a central fig- 
ure in encouraging women and 
promoting them into positions of 
greater responsibility,” said former 
University of Mississippi Provost 
Carolyn Ellis Staton. “She was a 
bridge between two generations; 
she understood the world of the 
Southern lady even as she tran- 
scended that role and became an 
avid supporter of women's rights. 
And, she was important in being 
able to speak to both generations 
and to reconcile them. Her schol- 
arly work on women in Southern 
legislatures stands as an intellectu- 
al embodiment of that bridge. 

"She set an example of quiet 
leadership that proved far more 
effective than the nosiness of mili- 
tancy,” Staton said. 

Hawks also served as an adviser 
for Mortar Board, the Association 
of Women Students, Alpha 
Lambda Delta and Lambda Sigma 
honor societies and was the 
National Adviser for the 
Intercollegiate Association of 
Women Students. She was presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Association 
of Women Deans, Phi Kappa Phi 
of Ole Miss and the Oxford chap- 
ter of American Association of 
University Women. She received 
many professional honors includ- 
ing being named to the AAUW 
Women of Achievement and 
Outstanding Faculty Women. 

Hawks continued her scholarship 
outside the university as well. An 
active member of the Mississippi 
Historical Society, she also served 
on its board. She was the presi- 
dent of the Southern Association 
for Women Historians and co- 
author of several articles about the 
legislative careers of Southern 
women, including “Women in the 
Mississippi Legislature 1924-1981" 
which received the Willie D. 
Halsell Prize for best article in the 
Journal of Mississippi History. She 
also co-edited the popular class- 
room text titled Sex, Race, and the 
Role of Women in the South. 

Hawks’ work is still felt in the life 
of the university. The Sarah Isom 
Center continues the Brown Bag 
lectures she instituted, hosting dis- 
tinguished speakers at the campus. 
AAUW located their archives at 
Ole Miss because of her devotion 
to furthering women’s studies. 
Also, two endowments have been 
established there in Hawks’ name. 

In 2007, The University of 
Mississippi library collected her 
books and papers. In September 
2008, a symposium was held con- 
cerning her work on the history of 
women in Southern Legislatures 
Hawks’ writing, lectures, awards 
and leadership are a huge body of 
work, especially considering her 
career was cut short 

“ASC certainly gave her great 
skills as a student and supplied her 
with professors who started her on 
her path,” Willoughby said. “We 
were taught at Agnes Scott that 
nothing was impossible; Jan lived

arriet King ‘64 is known for 

being outspoken, opinionat- 

ed and fair—and for bring- 
ing a sense of justice and passion for 
diversity to the institutions and caus- 
es she supports. In 30 years of ser- 
vice on the Agnes Scott Board of 
Trustees, King has held more than a 
little sway over how the college has 
evolved since she was an ASC eco- 
nomics major. 

It's no surprise there were multi- 
ple nominations that resulted in 
her receiving this year's 
Outstanding Alumna Award for 
Service to the College. 

ASC is now known for producing 
a high percentage of students who 
go on to receive graduate degrees. 
And the college's “World for 
Women” tagline reflects that near- 
ly 50 percent of students study 
abroad. That was less common in 
the ‘60s, but King did both. 

She spent her junior year at 
Trinity College in Dublin, Ireland, 
and continued her education with 
two graduate degrees: a Juris 
Doctorate from Vanderbilt 
University and an LL.M from 
Harvard. King was in private prac- 
tice in Milwaukee prior to joining 
Vanderbilt's faculty, and then was a 
teaching fellow at Harvard before 
she decided to return to Atlanta. 
She became Emory University 
Law School's first female professor

and later was named senior vice 
provost for academic affairs. 

In 1975, King was outraged 
when she heard Agnes Scott had 
denied tenure to a Jewish faculty 
member. So much that she tracked 
down the chair of the board, Alex 
Gaines, to tell him so. Gaines 
turned her outrage around, with an 
offer that essentially said, “Take 
the reins if you want to see 
change.” She joined the board a 
year later and has been a driving 
force ever since 

‘| thought | could make Agnes 
Scott a better place,” King said 

As a trustee, King served on sev- 
eral committees, including 
Executive and Academic Affairs 
Serving as committee chair, her 
perspective as former student and 
a fellow academician opened new 
channels of trustee-faculty com- 
munication. She understood the 
importance of offering an appro- 
priate curriculum 


‘The most issue-intensive were 
the ad hoc committees,” King said. 
They involved amending college 
bylaws, including a few “hot but- 
ton” issues such as parietal hours; 
permitting alcohol consumption 
by students and a restatement of 
the purpose of the college, “specif- 
ically the nature of the relation- 
ship with the Christian faith,” 
King said 

King stepped down from the 
board in 1993, but was re-elected 
two years later. She quickly 
assumed leadership roles again. 
She led the Tuition Pricing and 
Financial Aid Committee of the 
Enrollment Task Force. And dur- 
ing the $120 million building pro- 
gram the college undertook earlier 
this decade, she led the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee. 

In 2002, King accepted the 
nomination to chair the board. 

“The chairperson of the board 
has the ultimate responsibility of 
maintaining the college's rich her- 
itage while preparing it for future 
greatness,” said Mary Alverta 
“Bertie” Bond '53, secretary emerita 
of the board. “I sat in many a 
meeting with Harriet. She was 
never willing to just ‘rubber stamp’ 
but wanted to challenge, to look 
for ways to do things better, to 
keep in mind the goal of excel- 
lence and to inspire the college 
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community to help make Agnes 
Scott the best college it can possi- 
bly be.” 

Arguably one of the most 
important committees that King 
chaired was for the presidential 
search. “The smooth transition 
from Mary Bullock to Elizabeth 
Kiss had a lot to do with Harriet's 
hard work and dedication to 
Agnes Scott,” said Trustee 
Elizabeth Rhett Jones '73. “Harriet 
helped familiarize Elizabeth with 
the Scottie world, helped her 
understand the dynamics of our 
campus and acted as a sounding 
board." 

King knows the effort it takes to 
become a nationally recognized 
institution, and has long argued, 
“Students should be lining up to 
come here.” One key to reaching 
that playing field is recognition 

and funding) from academic phil- 
anthropic institutions such as the 
Carnegie and Mellon foundations 
During King’s tenure, that has 
happened 

King was also among the first 
board members to speak out about 


the lack of campus diversity. It's a 
continuing goal, but in recent 
years, Agnes Scott has created a 
tapestry among students and facul- 
ty that other institutions envy—in 
terms of race, socioeconomics, 
nationality and ethnicity. Last 
year, she and her husband, attor- 
ney Michael Wasserman, endowed 
the Alexander and Loris 
Wasserman Scholarship Program, 
a scholarship for Jewish students, 
in his parents’ honor. 

After three decades on the board, 
King's term will end in June. 

She says she has “no clue” what 
the future holds for her involve- 
ment with the college. But it is a 
better place.

udy Mozen ‘67 began her profes- 

sional life as a social studies 

teacher at southwest Atlanta’ 

redrick Douglas High School. As 

her bachelors studies involved histo- 
ry and political science, she never 
expected to find her passion under a 
hard hat. 

But her natural gifts for design 
and project management led her 
away from the classroom, to 

-~= become a custom 
homebuilder. Her 
craftsmanship and 
reputation for 
excellent work 
have earned her 
this year's 
Outstanding 
Alumna Award for 
Distinguished 
Career. 

“I was married to 
an architect and 
he was designing 
houses for a sub- 
division,” Mozen 
said. “When he 
came home from 
work and needed 
help | said, ‘Let 
me try one.’ And 
so, he thought | 
was out of my 
mind, but | did 
design a house 
and I built it out 
of a cardboard 
box that I still 
have. He liked what he saw and 
they built it. It sold faster than any 
other house had sold in the subdi- 
vision, and it ended up on the 
front page of the Home Section of 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitution. 

In 1976, the couple formed their 
own company, Handcrafted 
Homes Inc.; Mozen is president. 
“My expertise from Agnes Scott 
was political science and history. 
That's what | taught and I am very 
avidly into politics, but it's nice to 
know that’s not the only thing | 
can do. | think Agnes Scott made 
me confident,” Mozen said. “They 
gave me that feeling that | could 
go out and do anything that inter- 
ests me, anything that appeals to 
me.” 

Mozen immersed herself in pro- 
fessional training classes and is 
now one of eight women in the 
state of Georgia certified as a 
Professional Home Builder. She is 
also a Certified Remodeler 

“Agnes Scott being a women's 
school really helped me step into a 
man’s field because you'd think just 
the opposite—that I'd have had to 
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have been around a lot of men in 
college to learn | could do it; no!" 
Mozen said. “I had a thousand 
women who were strong and 
tough and intelligent. | think that 
helps develop a woman leader. So 
I'm a very fortunate lady to have 
been able to get a scholarship to 
Agnes Scott. It's a wonderful 
opportunity, and it's one that | 
would not have had had they not 
granted me that scholarship. I've 
been thankful many, many times.” 

Over 33 years, Handcrafted 
Homes Inc. has won several 
awards. In 2008, they received 
Contractor of the Year for 
Residential Interior Specialty and 
in 2007, for Entire House over $1 
million, both national awards 
given by NARI. They received 
the 2008 Award for 100 percent 
Customer Recommendation from 
the CPHB of the Greater Atlanta 
Home Builders Association. They 
have also earned four Greater 
Atlanta Home Builders 
Association's Professionalism 
Awards. Mozen and Handcrafted 
have been featured in more than 
50 publications. 

Beyond the company, Mozen has 
been involved in several profes- 
sional associations including the 
Better Business Bureau, Leadership 
Atlanta and North Fulton 
Chamber of Commerce. She feels 
blessed, and honors that by com- 
munity service. She has been chair 
for the Festival of Trees benefiting 
Eggleston Children's Hospital, the 
Southeastern Flower Show (a 
benefit for the Atlanta Botanical 
Gardens) and the Birdhouse 
ArtFest for Habitat for Humanity. 
She assists fundraisers for other 
nonprofits through FundRaisers, a 
women’ charitable organization.

Although women remain under- 
represented in design and con- 
struction, Mozen’s confidence and 
success have paved the way for 
Scotties entering the field.

June; their big propeller planes, 
P3C-Orions, are used to target 
submarines. 

The nature of the Iraqi war and 
the use of Improvised Explosive 
Devices (IEDs) has resulted in vet- 
erans with hideous injuries. At 
midpoint in the war, eight soldiers 
had been wounded for every one 
killed: double the rate of that in 
the Korean, Vietnam and Gulf 
Wars. The percentage of soldiers 
who underwent amputation was 
twice the rate of past U.S. military 
wars, according to an article by 
Dr. Ronald Glasser in Harpers. 

Typically, those patients would 
have been sent to Walter Reed 
Hospital in Washington, D.C. But 
in 2007, a backload of critically 
injured patients, shoddy hospital 
conditions and long patient stays 
led the U.S. Army to fire the gen- 
eral in charge of the hospital. 

Thus, the military started evacu- 
ating wounded to San Diego 
Naval Medical Center, where

Ballard was working at the time. 

“Her command made her the 
coordinator of the Comprehensive 
Combat and Complex Casualty 
Care Center,” wrote Danielle 
Pattillo ‘02, who nominated 
Ballard for the Outstanding Young 
Alumna Award. "She took care of 
the sickest patients in the hospital, 
and it quickly became evident that 
she was able to work independent- 
ly and make excellent decisions 
about the management of these 
complex patients.” 

At the time, Ballard was the 
youngest officer on a high-profile 
team loaded with higher-ranking 
officers, Pattillo said. 

"She dealt with several delicate 
situations professionally,” Patillo 
wrote in her nomination. “She was 
willing to make decisions that she 
believed were right, even though 
it would have been easier to follow 
the status quo.” 

Ballard’s poise in quickly deter- 
mining the right decision may 
have been aided by several previ- 
ous assignments where conditions 
were less than ideal. 

While still an intern, Ballard was 
the one student among a class of 
87 chosen to participate in a joint 
forces humanitarian mission to the 
Amazon Basin. The unit traveled 
by river to treat patients and later 
Ballard performed rounds at Peru's 
renowned Cayetano Heredia 
Hospital treating patients with 
malaria and leishmania. 

However, plans were disrupted 
when an 8.0 level earthquake 
struck. Ballard was charged with 
creating a disaster management 
plan to receive casualties and treat 
patients. 

Her current assignment with the 
Fifth Fleet supports Operation 
Iraqi Freedom. The squadron 
works with Army, Air Force, 
Marines and multi-national forces 
to provide reconnaissance to sup- 
port ground troops, Ballard said. 

In a region where medical care 
can be scarce, Ballard's duties are 
varied. In February, she had just 
returned from a US. State 
Department mission to the horn of 
Africa that allied U.S. military 
physicians with the Djiboutian 
Ministry of Health.

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In addition to her M.D., Ballard is also a Navy-trained flight surgeon. 


along the Djibouti-Somali- 
Ethiopian border,” Ballard said. 

Also, US. and Italian physicians 
are working with Iraqi medical stu- 
dents and officers to develop pro- 
grams that include training in 
combat casualty care, advanced 
trauma life support and advanced 
cardiac life support, Ballard said. 

But another section of Ballard's 
time is devoted to a universal 
womens health issue 

“| have been approached by an 
Iraqi public health practitioner 
who is concerned about the high 
breast cancer mortality in Iraq," 
she said. “In the U.S., breast can- 
cer is very common, but is usually 
caught and treated early, so the 
mortality rate is relatively low. 

“In Iraq, the traditional culture 
produces a lot of stigma with 


through science, and it was evi- 
dent in his work ethic,” she said. 

At ASC she developed the acad- 
emic foundation and discipline 
that earned her a full scholarship 
to Emory University Medical 
School. 

“Dr. [Leon]Venable and Dr. 
[Harry] Wistrand were probably 
my most influential professors, as | 
was a biochemistry and molecular 
biology major,” Ballard said. " Of 
course, | can never forget Dr. 
Bowling'’s physics problems with 
Antwan and Farquard, or the other

Riddle, Dr. [Ruth] Riter, and Dr. 
[Karen] Thompson.” 

Ballard sees herself eventually 
dividing her professional time 
between clinical practice, the lab

regard to women’s health issues, 
and many women have not been 
taught the importance of screen- 
ing, so they often discover that 
they have cancer when it is too 
late,” she said. The plan is to begin 
a community-based initiative that 
teaches self-exams and how to fol- 
low up with early medical evalua- 
tion and treatment. 

Ballard cited one of her Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention mentors, Dr. Salvatore 
Butera, for fostering her interest in 
infectious diseases. 

“He was always very excited 
about improving the world

and academics. 

"In the near future, I'd like to go 
back to Peru to continue research 
in tropical medicine, perhaps in 
the realm of malariology or 
emerging infections surveillance,” 
she said. 

In a field that remains male-dom- 
inated, Ballard said she values the 
friendships she made here. 

“My college friends are truly 
incredible women that are making 
positive changes in the world,” she 
said. “I am privileged to maintain 
close communication with them, 
even after so much time has 
passed since college.”

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ASCs Literacy Boot Camp Welcomes Fugees 


THE LONG HAUL FROM CLARKSTON: Members of the Fugees Family soccer teams spent six weeks at Agnes Scott this 
summer. Daily study improved their academics, and the miles spent biking were good conditioning for soccer. 


( weekday mornings this sum- 
mer, a stream of 70 boys rang- 
ing from age 8 to 19 cycled through 
the college's stone archway, making 
their way across Woodruff quad on 
bikes of varying age, color and size. 
They were members of the Fugees 
Family soccer teams, led by coach 
Luma Mufleh, attending a specially 
designed, six-week literacy boot 
camp at Agnes Scott 

Many of the Fugees’ families were 
driven to the United States by 
political violence or war; they 
have no real hope of soon return- 
ing to their countries 

At the end of the school day, 
they made the five-mile return trip 
to Clarkston, where most of the 
young men live—they are refugees 
from more than 50 countries, 
including Sudan, Liberia, 
Afghanistan, Ethopia, Cuba, 
Bosnia and Iraq 

The literacy program, coordinat- 
ed by Agnes Scott's education 
department, includes several Agnes 
Scott M.A.T and undergraduate 
student instructors. Associate 
Professor Toby Emert hopes it

ing the country’s increasing popu- 
lation of immigrant students 

Until the ‘80s, immigration typi- 
cally flowed through New York, 
Los Angeles and Chicago. Since 
then, Atlanta became one of 20 
metropolitan “emerging gateways’ 
for immigration, according to a 
Brookings Institution study. In 
1980, Atlanta's foreign-born popu- 
lation was 2 percent; by 2006, 11 
percent of the metro population 
hailed from outside the U.S 

The study also noted cities with 
the least experience in immigra- 
tion are among those with the 
fastest-growing immigrant popula- 
trons 

More than 30 percent of 
Georgia's foreign-born population 
entered the country since 2000, 
according to a report presented 
this spring by Audrey Singer, a 
senior fellow of the Brookings 
Institution. Another interesting 
stat: in 2007, 52 percent of the 
nation’s immigrant population 
lived in suburbs—not metros. One 
such suburb was Clarkston, Ga. 

About five years ago, friction 
among the residents of Clarkston, 


a small, traditional Southern town 
led to the Fugees being banned 
from playing on one of the town's 
public fields 

The group got their start in 2004 
when Mufleh, a Smith College 
alumna, saw boys playing pick-up 
games in parking lots and fields 
near the apartments where their 
families lived. Mufleh, a native 
Jordanian and fiercely competitive 
coach, ended up forming a team 
that scrounged for goals and prac- 
tice sites. 

They went on to compete and 
win against some of Atlanta's most 
elite and professionally coached 
teams. Although Mufleh didn't 
know it at the time, her charitable 
impulse would change her life 
The Fugees evolved into a pro- 
gram that not only coached the 
boys, but also demanded they suc- 
ceed academically and morally 
Mufleh later also created an 
agency that helped the boys’ par- 
ents find jobs that suited their 
developing skills and paid decent 
wages.

tudies show that many girls who express enthusiasm 

for careers in science and math in elementary 
school have shifted their aspirations to other disci- 
plines by the time they leave high school. Someone 
(peers, society, family) or something (curriculum, pre- 
sentation of the material) seems to be steering girls 
away from science and math. 

To quote an infamous talking Barbie released in 
1992, which met with very vocal opposition from 
women’s groups and educators: “Math class is tough!” 

"We want to counteract the negativity surrounding 
women in math and science,” said Lerita Coleman 
Brown, director of ASC’s Generating Excellence in

But the battle doesn't end with successfully persuad- 
ing young women to pursue math and science study 
in higher education. Among women who start col- 
lege with a plan to major in a science- or math-relat- 
ed field, a significant number move to a different 
major after struggling with math and science courses 
in their early college years, Brown said. 

To combat this trend, Brown, the Ayse Carden 
Distinguished Professor of Psychology, and many 
others in the math and science departments at Agnes 
Scott started work to create the GEMS Program 
(aided by a consortium called PKAL-Keck designed 
to promote the interdisciplinary teaching of math 
and science). 

The goal of the program, now with around 45 
members, is to ensure that women who start at

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interest in majoring in math and science 
receive the academic resources and 
social encouragement they need to 
graduate and go on to math and science 
careers. 

The first stages of the program includ- 
ed a small group of students that met 
informally throughout the 2007 school 
year to discuss the challenges and bene- 
fits of being a math and science student 
at Agnes Scott. As they talked, one 
theme became clear, Brown said 

Many students were having trouble 
making the transition from passive high 
school student to independent college 
student, particularly in math and sci- 
ence courses where the gap between 
high school and college material can be 
wide 

“It was shocking to the students how 
different the expectations were,” Brown 
said. “It didn't take much for them to 
get discouraged, and we realized that a 
safety net was needed to support these 
students.” 

GEMS geared up in its second year to 
create study groups, mentoring pro- 
grams and research opportunities that 
could provide students with peers and 
advising to nurture their passion for 
math and science with everything from 
practical advice to emotional support. 

This summer, GEMS also unveiled its 
first Summer Bridge program, a seven- 
week summer residential program at 
Agnes Scott including paid tuition, 
room and board designed to help first- 
year students transition into a more rig- 
orous college curriculum during their 
crucial first year. The program also 
helps ease students into life on campus 
and college class schedules. 

"For me, having a support group is 
very important,” said Syedah Asghar, an 
incoming first-year from Fairburn, Ga., 
who attended the GEMS Summer 
Bridge Program. “When you're a first- 
year, it can be scary, but those jitters are 
out of the way now. And because there 
are only 13 of us, we've had the oppor- 
tunity to grow close.” 


If students build a connection with 
peers and mentors early in their college 
career, those connections can help stu- 
dents develop a math or scientific iden- 
tity that makes the transition into the 
larger scientific community in graduate 
school and careers beyond college a lot 
easier, Brown said 

GEMS started the selection process by 
inviting students who had expressed an 
interest in pursuing a math or science 
major on their applications to partici- 
pate in the program. After an applica- 
tion process that included an essay on 
the student's passion for math and/or 
science and a phone interview, 13 stu- 
dents were selected. 

The summer program includes two 
courses (The Science of Drug Action 
and Creative Problem Solving in 
Mathematics) created to complement 
the students’ first-year studies, as well as 
information on coping skills such as 
how to approach professors for help or 
how to bounce back from a bad grade 
on an exam. 

This year's students visited places that 
showcase science and math in action, 
including the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation (GBI) Medical Examiner 
and the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta. They also participated in sever- 
al volunteer projects and unwound at 
pizza and movie nights, game nights 
and a Braves game. 

So far, this years Summer Bridge 
seems to be going well, Brown said. She 
was elated when several students 
requested a white board for their resi- 
dence hall because they had grown 
tired of sharing challenging equations 
by writing on their mirrors. 

“Now THAT'S enthusiasm for math,” 
she laughed. 

And it's a result that fits perfectly with 
the GEMS program's ultimate goal — 
producing the next generation of 
women scientists and mathematicians to 
support each other and the women that 
will follow them.

Gem-quality mind, heart, spirit 


“Harvard, Schmarvard: A Small College Shines.” 
That's the memorable title of a recent blog about Agnes 
Scott by Washington Post education columnist Jay 
Matthews (Check it out on Agnes Scott's Facebook site.) 
The blog was prompted by a letter Matthews received 
from the father of Fulbright Scholar Kelly Bledsoe '09 
praising the quality of his daughter's college experience. 
His title is especially pleasing in a year when Agnes 
Scott tied Harvard in winning two Goldwater 
Scholarships, a remarkable achievement given how the 
size of our student body compares to Harvard's. 


Agnes Scott shines because it inspires women to lead 
lives of vibrant intellectual, ethical and civic engage- 
ment. Our challenge is to get the word out to more and 
more prospective students and their families. The good 
news is that, thanks to stellar efforts by our admission 
office and the assistance of many faculty, staff, student 
and alumnae volunteers, we received a record number of 
applications this year and are expecting 245 members of 
the class of 2013 on move-in day. If those numbers 
hold, we will be welcoming the third largest first-year 
class in the college's history. This is cause for celebration 
in these challenging economic times. 


The class of 2013 is special in other ways as well. It 
includes historically high numbers of international stu- 
dents (30) and Latinas (17). It also includes our first 
cohort of summer GEMS Scholars. The 13 GEMS 
(which stands for Generating Excellence in Math and 
Science) completed an intensive seven-week program 
this summer, studying drug biochemistry and mathemat- 
ical problem-solving and getting a behind-the-scenes 
look at an array of scientific careers from the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention to the Medical 
Examiners Office to an engineering firm. At the closing 
banquet, several spoke with excitement and wit about 
how the program opened their eyes to future career 
opportunities while also helping them get better pre- 
pared for the rigors of their Agnes Scott education. 


Just as one group of GEMS embarks on their journey, 
we bid farewell to three remarkable gems from earlier 
generations. | had the bittersweet privilege this summer 
of attending memorial services for three of Agnes Scott's 
most beloved alumnae. Intelligent and strong-willed 
women, each led a life rich in meaning, generosity and 
accomplishment, and each possessed that unforgettable 
spirit and sparkle that for me will always spell Agnes 
Scott. 


Pat Butler '28 was one of the first women to argue 
before the United States Supreme Court and founded 
the Supreme Court Historical Society. She gave gener- 
ously to institutions she cared about, including Agnes 
Scott. An elegant woman who still looked stunning at 
100, Pat loved travel, politics, fine clothes and cham- 
pagne. Jane Guthrie Rhodes '38 left a successful adver- 
tising career at the age of 56 to become a Presbyterian 
minister and continued her ministry till the final weeks 
of her life, organizing amateur theatrical productions at 
Decatur Presbyterian Church and playing the piano for 
an African immigrant congregation that worships there 
on Sunday afternoons. Carolyn Clarke ‘64, whose sud- 
den and untimely death stunned her many Agnes Scott 
friends, also had a successful career at Coca-Cola, but 
will be remembered most fondly for her tireless, good- 
humored and visionary leadership of outreach and social 
justice efforts at Central Presbyterian Church and at a 
host of other organizations and causes. 


Pat, Jane and Carolyn all loved Agnes Scott and credit- 
ed their alma mater with giving them gifts of mind, 
heart and spirit that they continued to treasure through- 
out their lives.

The story was well told by New 
York Times reporter Warren St. John 
—not only on the front pages of 
the Times, but also in his book, 
Outcasts United: A Refugee Team, an 
American Town, published this April 
The discord between the town's 
older and newer residents wasn't 
unique to Clarkston. Often towns 
chosen by agencies for resettle- 
ment weren't informed or prepared 
for incredibly rapid change. 

The Fugees relationship with 
Agnes Scott began several years 
ago, when the team needed a place 
to play; at one point the team 
didn't even have goals, which 
Mufleh rightly said was like trying 
to play basketball without a hoop. 
Mufleh approached ASC for a 
place to play, and the college 
agreed. More recently, grad stu- 
dent Mary Helen Ramming M.A.T. 
‘07 and Mikaela Sheldt ‘09 were 
involved with the Fugees’ first aca- 
demic summer camp, held last year 
in a church basement. 

“(Ramming]| was so impressed 
with Luma Mufleh and Tracy 
Ediger and the work that they 
were doing with the kids and also 
how the kids were responding 
that she came to me at the end of 
the summer,” Emert said. Ramming 
knew Emert and the education 
department would want to be 
involved. 

She was aware of Emert's efforts 
to provide refugee students a better 
chance of success within an 
already-stretched public school 
system. 

“The schools don't know what to 
do with them,” Emert said. “So ina 
lot of cases the children end up sit- 
ting in classrooms for which they 
are not prepared, doing the best 
they can with very little support. 

“That's not to say the schools are 
not empathetic or sympathetic to 
their situation. They are. | think it's 
just that the culture of the school is 
changing so quickly that the 
schools have not figured out how 
to respond,” he said. 

“We had already—as a depart- 
ment—developed a specific inter- 
est in social justice education and 
how that intersects with teacher 
education generally,’ Emert said 
ASC had previously worked with 
refugee students in a grant-funded 
program at the International 
Community School. The Fugees’ 
co-founder, Tracy Ediger, also 
worked with them there as a 
researcher, Emert said. 


he Agnes Scott spring sports teams 

accomplished great things during the 
2008-2009 school year. The Scottie 
tennis team recorded a magical season, 
while Scottie softball scored monumental 
wins. 

The Agnes Scott Tennis Team advanced 
to the second round of the NCAA 
Division II] Championships for the first 
time in school history. The Scotties 
recorded a 14-2 mark on the season, 
including a 5-4 victory over Grove City 
(Pa.) in their NCAA First-Round match. 

The Scotties earned their trip to the 
NCAA Championships by capturing the 
Great South Athletic Conference 
(GSAC) Championship. ASC defeated 
Huntingdon in the championship match 
for their second GSAC title. 

Head Coach Glen Hill was named 
GSAC Coach of the Year for the second 
time. Senior Lindsey Burdette was named 
Most Valuable Player of the GSAC 
Championships for her play. Among the 
Scotties’ other post season honors, six 
players were named to the GSAC All- 
Conference Team and All-Academic 
Team. Two Scotties were named to the 
conference All-Freshman Team. 

At the Agnes Scott Athletic Awards 
Banquet, Esther Kaplan ‘09 was named 
Agnes Scott's Scholar-Athlete of the 
Year. Kaplan carried a 3.97 G.P.A. as an 
international relations and political 
science double-major. 

At the banquet, tennis team awards 
were also announced. First-year Danielle 
Patton received the Coach's Award, 
while fellow first-year Natalie Mayer 
received the Perfect Season Award. 
Burdette received the Grace Under 
Pressure Award. 

Kaplan, who chose to skip graduation 
to compete in the NCAA 


Caldecott Award winner—The 


Championships, received a surprise when 
she returned to campus: a personal grad- 
uation ceremony, spearheaded by the 
admission office. 

Everyone from the president to the 
chair of the Board of Trustees to the reg- 
istrar attended the commencement cere- 
mony in full regalia, as they wished 
Kaplan well and recognized her academ- 
ic and athletic achievements. 

The Agnes Scott softball team had not 
won a game in three years. 

Things changed quickly, as the Scotties 
won their first two games of the season. 
The Scotties went on to win three more, 
including a 10-6 victory over Spelman in 
the Great South Athletic Conference 
Championships. 

The Scotties ended their season with a 
record of 5-22, the most softball victories 
for Agnes Scott in three years and tied 
for sixth in the conference. The team 
made great strides under new head coach 
Shawn Bowers who has set the ground- 
work for a Scottie softball resurgence. 

First-years Chelsea Kremer and Amanda 
Messina were each named to the GSAC 
All-Freshman team. Kremer was also 
named the Agnes Scott Athletics Rookie 
of the Year at the Agnes Scott Athletic 
Awards Banquet. Kremer pitched in all 
but two of the Scotties' contests and 
recorded a .343 batting average, good for 
tenth place in the conference. 

Team awards were also announced at the 
banquet. Kremer was named Most 
Valuable Player, while Messina was 
named the team's Rookie of the Year. 
Four Agnes Scott athletes were named 
Unsung Heroes of Scottie Softball. They 
were seniors Nicole Maples and Ashley

The most immediate challenge is 
to develop language skills. To be 
able to succeed, students need to 
understand their teachers and ask 
questions. 

It takes a child roughly seven to 
nine years to reach “academic lan- 
guage proficiency,’ Emert said. 

“Which means if they come to 
the ULS. as a teenager, it's almost 
impossible for them to ever 
achieve the dream of going to col- 
lege,” he said. 

So in planning this summer's boot 
camp, Ramming, Mufleh, Emert 
and Ediger created an ambitious, 
multi-platform plan to rapidly 
improve oral, written and question- 
ing skills. 

Emert's teaching plan included 
the inspired choice of last year's 


Invention of Hugo Cabret, the story of 
a 12-year-old orphan in Paris, try- 
ing to solve a mystery behind the 
mechanism of a wind-up toy creat- 
ed by his father. The book is an 
homage to Georges Méliés, a turn- 
of-the-century filmmaker and 
groundbreaker in early special 
effects. The book is aimed at mid- 
dle-schoolers, but is almost 500 
pages long. However, nearly 300 
are pencil drawings. Instead of 
illustrating something written, the 
pictures go beyond that, serving 
almost as a storyboard. 

“When we watched the first 40 
images as an introduction to the 
Hugo Cabaret book, | could hardly 
sit still,” said Sheldt, an art major.

PAT BUTLER ’28, LAWYER, JUSTICE DEPARTMENT TRAILBLAZER 


pose Collins Butler '28 had a 
gift for ignoring roadblocks; her 
refusal to accept limitations resulted 
in success in the highest echelons of 
law and a life spent in remarkable 
company. 

Butler, an attorney, philanthropist 
and historian, died May 27 at age 
101 at her home in La Jolla, Calif. 


A native New Yorker, her family 
moved South during a time when 
being called a Yankee wasn't a 
joke; she was a Catholic in the 
Protestant Deep South. Though 
she almost attended Oglethorpe 
University, Butler instead attended 
Agnes Scott at the recommenda- 
tion of a neighbor. She was one of

only two Catholic students at the 
college, but being in the minority 
was never a challenge from which 
she shied. 

After graduating from Agnes 
Scott with degrees in English and 


history, she enrolled at Emory Law 


School, where she was the sole 
female among her 30-member law 
school class. Her law degree didn't 
earn her a position at first (there 
were very few female attorneys at 
that time), so she instead volun- 
teered at the Atlanta Legal Aid 
Society and worked on research 
projects for the American Law 
Institute. 

With the help of a supportive 
Emory professor and a lot of per- 
severance, she landed her first job 
with the U.S. Department of 
Justice's Antitrust Division in 1935 

Butler went on to be one of the 
first women to argue before the 
U.S. Supreme Court, taking 
over the Jobuson v Shaughnessy case 
in 1949 while the previous attor- 
ney addressed an emergency. With 
only 10 days to prepare, she won 
the case 

As a member of the U.S 
Department of Justice, Butler

Among many career accomplish- 
ments, she helped found the 
Supreme Court Historical Society 
with former Chief Justice Warren 
Burger, was a founding editor of 
what is now the Federal Register 
and was the founding secretary of 
the American Bar Association sec- 
tion on administrative law. 

After her retirement in 1974, 
Butler stayed busy, continuing to 
serve on the Board of Trustees for 
the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation until 1983 and most 
recently serving on the Board of 
Trustees of the Neurosciences 
Institute 

Butler was a cherished member of 
the Agnes Scott community and a 
generous and active alumna 

“Pat Butler was one of the most 
extraordinary women | have had 
the privilege to meet,” said ASC 
President Elizabeth Kiss. “She 
combined fierce intelligence with 
great elegance and charm. She 
wore her remarkable accomplish- 
ments lightly and even at 100 had 
a mischievous twinkle in her eye

Butler was recognized as Agnes 
Scott's Outstanding Alumna for 
Distinguished Career in 1976. She 
participated in several campus 
events and was the past president

STUDENT CALLING: CONVERSATIONS MAKE THE DIFFERENCE 


Agnes Scott's Student Calling Program 
achieved unprecedented success in gener- 
ating gifts and pledges for the college's 
annual fund for 2008-2009, exceeding the 
goal of $338,000 by $87,000. 

"It has been exciting to see the Student 
Calling Program grow under the direction 
of several of our young alumnae,” said 
Joanne Davis, director of the annual fund. 
“Emily Henderson '03, Kirby Hager 
Johnson '06 and now Kelly Williams '03 
have made outstanding contributions. 
They were all callers themselves as stu- 
dents, and this provided them with a 
unique perspective on managing the pro- 
gram and improving on the solid founda-

tion former managers put in place." 

Davis noted that about 10 years ago, the 
program goal was $120,000. 

Assistant Director of the Annual Fund 
Kelly Williams ‘03 now leads the program. 
She recruits and trains students to dial up 
alumnae and parents, fill them in on col- 
lege news and ask for their financial sup- 
port, 

"| look for students who are passionate 
about the school, involved in different 
activities and overall have a positive and 
upbeat demeanor,” Williams said. “These 
young women are the voice of Agnes 
Scott, so it is very important to select stu- 
dents who represent the school and the 
Agnes Scott mission.” 

Williams interviews prospective callers 
by asking questions they are bound to 
receive from alumnae—e.g., why did they 
come to Agnes Scott? When hired, stu- 
dents spend three nights practicing and 
getting advice from seasoned callers 
They're briefed with a binder of college 
facts, including information about profes- 
sors, upcoming campus events and which 
organizations are active. 

“These students are not just calling for 
the support of the college, but also to 
update our alums,” Williams said. “For 
some alumnae, this is the only personal 
contact they receive in a year. One asked 
if she could write her caller and said it was 
like ‘getting a call from home.” 


Alex Brewer '10 joined the Student 
Calling Program because she wanted to 
hear about the alumnae experiences 
“Callers are free to converse and not just 
ask for money,” she said. “We not only 
want alumnae to give back to the college, 
we want them to feel they are still a part 
of the college no matter how far away 
they may live or how long it has been 
since they graduated. | have loved learn- 
ing that the spirit of Agnes Scott has not 
changed over the years—the women have 
always been outgoing and outspoken and 
want to bring about change.” 

At one time a volunteer effort, the col- 
lege decided students would be more 
invested in the program if they were paid 
for their work. “In these difficult economic 
times, the Student Calling Program is an 
economical fundraising tool,” Davis said. 

Students also learned about the impor- 
tance of philanthropy. Williams pointed 
out that all the senior callers donated to 
the Senior Gift Campaign and many oth- 
ers made annual fund gifts during the stu- 
dent Black Cat Campaign. 

Exceptional students are recognized as 
3est New Caller and Best Returning Caller 
at the end of each semester. In fall, 
Stephanie Kahn '12 was named Best New 
Caller and Haifa Wright-Hulett '11 was 
Best Returning Caller. In spring, Laura 
Shaver '09 was Best New Caller and Xun 
Qiu '11 received the Best Returning Caller 
award. 

“These recognitions are based upon the 
amount of pledges and gifts attained, the 
money raised, attendance, timeliness and 
positive attitude. | don't have enough nice 
words for these four fantastic women,’ 
said Williams. 

She attributed this year's success to moti- 
vated students who did a great job asking 
for matching gifts or about making gifts 
by installments. 

“The callers went into this year with 
great confidence and a willingness to try 
even though we all knew it would be 
tough,” Brewer said. “I think the positive 
attitude rubbed off on the alumnae. We 
had several alums who had never given 
before decide to give this year after talk- 
ing to their student caller. It really shows 
the difference a phone call makes.”

hether times are flush or challenging, 

Agnes Scott alumnae demonstrate 

unflagging support for their alma 
mater with generous reunion giving. Several 
records were reported this year, providing class 
fund chairs with good news to share during 
Alumnae Weekend 2009. 

Fifty-six percent of reunion alums made a 
gift to the college and all total, reunion 
alumnae gave $664,011 this year, said Maura 
Mullaney, director of reunion giving. Also, 
138 reunion alumnae made leadership-level 
gifts, said Joanne Davis, director of the annu- 
al fund. Other gifts from alumnae, faculty, 
staff, students, friends, foundations and cor- 
porations led to a year-end annual fund total 
of $2,641,969. 

The class of '59 led the charge for their 
50th reunion, sweeping both the Reunion 
Cup and the trophy for highest participa- 
tion—an unbeatable 100 percent. One key 
to the class raising $291,960 for the college 
was a Challenge issued by Sally Sanford 
Rugaber '59, Mullaney said. Rugaber's decla- 
ration: if the class of 1959 could raise 


$150,000, she would commit to another 
$100,000, which was done! 

A similar strategy worked for the class of 
1984. The class took home the Achievement 
Award, which recognizes a class with an 
extraordinary accomplishment for its reunion 
year. The class of 1984 was the first 25-year 
reunion class to raise $100,000 for the annual 
fund. ASC Board of Trustees Vice Chair 
Suzanne Feese '84 pledged she would give 
$1,000 for each donor in her class who gave 
$1,000 or more. 

Does that young woman on the left in the 
photo above look familiar? She should. 
Courtenay Miller '04 collected the Mollie 
Merrick Trophy for her class for the third 
year straight; the class of 2004 had an out- 
standing 50 percent participation rate this 
year, and in fact, has led young alumnae par- 
ticipation for four out of the five past years. 

Reunion year classes continue to anchor 
alumnae giving, Davis points out. Gifts from 
classes ending in “4” or "9" made up 32 per- 
cent of total annual fund gifts from alumnae 
this year, she said.

ALUMNAE HOUSE REOPENS FOR GUESTS, EVENTS IN AUGUST 


The Anna I. Young Alumnae House offi- 
cially opened for events and overnight 
guests in August. The 1920s house under- 
went a yearlong renovation and is now 
both handicapped accessible and the cam- 
pus first building designed for LEED 
Silver certification. LEED stands for 
Leadership in Energy and Environmental 
Design and is the national rating system 
for green buildings. Its standards call for 
energy savings, less environmental impact, 
reduced water use and sustainable prac- 
tices and systems. The alumnae house is 
on track to be the first building in the city 
of Decatur to receive LEED certification. 

The interior of the house was completely 
redesigned, creating six beautifully fur- 
nished bedrooms. One bedroom offers 
guests the opportunity to sleep in an 
antique bed that belonged to the college's 
founder, George Washington Scott. All 
bedrooms include private bathroom, tele- 
vision, phone, and individual heating and 
cooling units. 

Downstairs features the return of the 
“Tea Room,” which will give alumnae a 
larger space to gather for events and meet- 
ings. The combined downstairs areas (tea 


The Tea 
Room opens onto a broad terrace over- 
looking the Alumnae Garden. 

Another unique feature of the alumnae 
house is a showcase collection of alumnae 
art. Thirty alumnae artists contributed 40 
pieces of art on prominent display 
throughout the house. It is also home to a 
reading collection containing books by 
more than 20 alumnae authors. 

Built in 1921, the Anna I. Young 
Alumnae House was the first alumnae 
house in the Southeast and the second in 
the United States. It is named for Anna I. 
Young, an alumna who served as professor 
of mathematics from 1895 to 1920. Over 
the decades, the house has provided dis- 
tinguished guests of the college a refuge 
and overnight accommodations during 
their visit to Agnes Scott. In recent years, 
it also held the Office of Alumnae 
Relations, which has now relocated to 
another college-owned house on South 
McDonough Street.

Green-Growth Grants Support Commitment to 
Sustainability 


A $50,000 grant from The Community 
Foundation for Greater Atlanta's "Grants to 
Green" program will allow increased energy effi- 
ciency in the Robert W. Woodruff Physical 
Activities Building. Last year, an in-kind contribu- 
tion by the foundation helped assess the build- 
ing's energy and water efficiency. Now, Agnes Scott can finalize retrofit 
plans for the highest level of energy efficiency. The implementation will 
serve as a model for planned climate-neutral renovations for all 29 pri- 
mary campus buildings. 

“As a small college, we anticipate our greatest gains toward climate 
neutrality will be through energy efficiency and renewable energy in 
our buildings,” said Agnes Scott College Director of Sustainability 
Susan Kidd. 

Grants to Green provides environmentally focused knowledge and 
funding to strengthen Atlanta area nonprofits. Founding partners are 
The Community Foundation for Greater Atlanta, Southface and 
Enterprise Community Partners. 

The college launched its commitment to sustainability in September 
2007 by becoming a charter signatory of the American College & 
University Presidents Climate Commitment. The Agnes Scott College 
Board of Trustees resolved to seek LEED certification with all new con- 
struction and renovation projects. 

“By evaluating all of our structures to ensure that they are retrofitted to 
be more efficient, we will eventually contribute significantly not only to 
the college's bottom line by saving utility costs, but also to the global 
effort to reduce greenhouse gas emissions," Kidd said. 

Donations from two other college business partners sponsored the 
recent Tower Circle dinner, an annual event recognizing donors who 
give $1,000 or more in a fiscal year to the college's annual fund. A gift 
of $10,000 from Agnes Scott's energy consultant, The Padgett Group, 
was both professional and personal. Padgett's CEO James Lee recalled 
many happy childhood days spent playing on the campus; his mother 
was a college staff member. Aramark Corporation, ASC’s dining services 
provider, contributed $5,000. Aramark partnered with the college's sus- 
tainability efforts by instituting “trayless dining” this year, significantly 
reducing the college's water consumption. 


Dynamic, Innovative Liberal Arts Curriculum 


The $175,000 grant received from the R. Howard Dobbs Jr 
Foundation Inc. will allow the college to plan, in collaboration with the 
city of Decatur's development of a cultural arts master plan, the renova-

WOMEN’S GLOBAL LEADERSHIP CENTER 
Lecture Series To Honor W. Clary Holt 


hroughout her life and career, 
Bertha “B" Holt '38, has exer- 
cised a formidable and 
informed voice—as a state legislator, 
within her church diocese and in the 
day-to-day life of her hometown. 

Holt'’s recent gift to Agnes Scott 
College establishes a new speaker 
series for the Women’s Global 
Leadership Center to bring more 
strong women's voices to the ASC 
campus. The Bertha “B" Merrill 
Holt '38 and W. Clary Holt 
Leadership Lecture Series will 
allow the center to host one to 
three speakers annually on the 
topic of international women’s 
leadership. The lectures are pro- 
jected to begin in 2010. 

The Women's Global Leadership 
Center was established as part of 
Agnes Scott's strategic plan, 
“Engaging a Wider World.” It will 
showcase women leaders and 
allow students to follow their 
model—across the corporate 
world, government, philanthropy, 
education, media, religious insti- 
tutions and the arts. Plans include 
new courses across the curricu- 
lum; internships; collaborative 
research; post-doctoral fellow- 
ships and a global leadership sum- 
mit for high school students. 
International and local partner- 
ships will help achieve the goal of 
shaping ethical, creative leaders 
prepared to solve challenges that 
disproportionately or distinctively 
affect women, including poverty, 
human rights, public health and 
community development. 

Holt, 92, is an attorney with 20 
years experience as a state legisla- 
tor. She was appointed in 1975, 
then re-elected eight times to the 
North Carolina House of 
Representatives, serving until 
1994. Born in Eufaula, Ala., to a 
family with a long line of (male) 
lawyers, she continued the family 
tradition as the only woman in 
the class of 1941 at the 
University of North Carolina's 
School of Law. Holt's gift honors 
her husband, the late W. Clary 
Holt, who also graduated from 
UNC’ law school in 1938. They 
lived in Burlington, N.C., where 
they reared three children, and 
Clary Holt was founding partner 
in his law firm. He died in 2003. 

Beyond travel for professional 
reasons, the Holts were great pro- 
ponents of hitting the global trail. 
Beginning in 1969, the couple 
planned an annual trip abroad and 
would spend the year leading up 
to it learning the culture, lan- 
guage and foods of their destina- 
tion. 

“It was in order to be able to just 
drive around, not be part of a 
group. We tried not to stay in the 
ritzy, touristy hotels. We saw 
what a difference it made, even if 
I did slaughter the language,” 
Holt said. 

In 1995, Holt attended the 
Fourth World Conference on 
Women in Beijing, China. 
Another attendee was then first 
lady Hillary Clinton (who was 
commencement speaker at Agnes 
Scott a decade later, in 2005). 
Not one to hang with the 
American clique, Holt got a pass 
to mingle with the NGOs, 
including groups from Arab and 
Asian delegations. 

The ULS. delegation was led by 
former Secretary of State 
Madeline Albright, whom Holt 
cited as an example of a poised, 
well-briefed global leader. 

“That woman knows how to pre- 
side,” Holt said. “She was very 
firm and very polite, but very 


definitely, presiding.” 

Agnes Scott's long emphasis on 
global study “is the way to go,” 
Holt said, as in today’s world, 
“business means global.” She 
anticipates the lectures will fea- 
ture women who are activists and 
leaders from abroad or women 
from the U.S. with knowledge of 
other cultures, either through for- 
eign policy roles, academic 
research or business leadership 
experience. 

The lectures could also serve as 
a vehicle for something Holt said 
has been lacking in politics late- 
ly—informed civil discourse. 

“You need a loyal opposition,” 
she said. While the US. still has 
some way to go in electing pro- 
portionate female representation, 
Holt has found women who do 
get elected change the dynamic 
for the better. 

"| guess I'd say it brings a greater 
depth of understanding,” she said. 
Women seem to be more ethical, 
inclusive, problem-solvers who 
hold themselves and others 
accountable, she said. 

Early in her career, Holt worked 
for the U.S. Treasury and the 
Department of the Interior. After 
Clary Holt came home from ser- 
vice in World War II, the couple 
moved to Burlington; Clary Holt 
was a native North Carolinian. 
Both the Holts were strong sup- 
porters of the Democratic Party. 
In 2006, the party's permanent 
headquarters on Burlington's Main 
Street were dedicated in their 
honor. 

Holt was nearly 60 when she 
began her term in the N.C. 
House; she was the first woman 
to represent her district. She was 
chair of the Select Committee on 
Governmental Ethics and worked 
to pass legislation that benefited 
women and families, such as the 
exemption of spousal defense in 
marital rape. 

In 1978, Holt was recognized as 
Agnes Scott's Outstanding 
Alumna for Service to the 
Community. 

In 1998, she was honored by the 
University of North Carolina 
with the Distinguished Alumna 
award, which recognizes “out- 
standing contributions to 
humankind.” The same year, she 
was honored with the Gwyneth 
B. Davis Award by the N.C. 
Association of Women Attorneys 
for defense of women's rights and 
promoting women’s participation 
in the profession. 

In 2004, the N.C. Bar 
Association established The 
Bertha Holt Juvenile Justice 
Award, which recognizes signifi- 
cant contributions to juvenile jus- 
tice and children's rights. 

And in 2007, Agnes Scott 
awarded Holt an honorary doctor 
of laws. The degree was conferred 
during commencement cere- 
monies, and Holt later took the 
podium to give a charge to the 
graduating class. 

Holt served as fund chair for her 
class's 70th reunion in 2008. The 
Holt family has multigenerational 
ties to Agnes Scott. Two of her 
sisters attended the college as did 
her daughter, Harriet Holt 
Whitley '66, and granddaughter 
Allyson Whitley Burroughs 91. 

"B Holt is the ultimate feisty 
Scottie leader,” said President 
Elizabeth Kiss, “and I'm so 
delighted her gift will help inspire 
future leaders to follow in her 


footsteps.”

THE YEAR OF GALILEO 


AUTHOR VISIT, OBSERVATORY, PERFORMANCE HIGHLIGHT ASTRONOMY 


our hundred years after Galileo 

Galilei used a telescope to get 
a closer look at celestial move- 
ments, he’s still viewed as an 
iconoclast who persevered in 
pursuit of science and imagina- 
tion. 

At Agnes Scott, 2009 is the 
“Year of Galileo,” with a sweep- 
ing calendar of events that 
includes viewings and lectures at 
the Bradley Observatory, con- 
certs, a performance of Bertold 
Brecht's play Galileo, and a two- 
day visit in October by celebrat- 
ed novelist and physicist Alan 
Lightman, author of Einsteins 


Dreams. (The novel is the first- 
year common reading book.) 
Another part of the celebration 
is the physics and astronomy 
department's involvement in 
“From Earth to the Universe,” a 
NASA-funded collection of 
about 50 dramatic images— 
including planets, comets, stars 
and galaxies—taken by 
astronomers around the world. 
The exhibit is installed in 
Atlanta Hartsfield-Jackson 
International Airport and will be 
displayed through the end of 
the year in the airport trans- 
portation mall (between T and 


D concourses). Also, Agnes 
Scott is the center of the uni- 
verse in the Metro Atlanta Solar 
System (MASS), a citywide 
model created to illustrate the 
vastness of the system and plan- 
et orbits. Opening this fall, it's 
unusual in that the size of the 
planets and their orbits are on 
the same scale. For MASS, the 
Celestial Plaza in front of 
Bradley Observatory is the sun; 
the model representing Uranus 
is at the airport, about 12 miles 
distant.

anything, youre not going to be 
ready for next year.” 

Robin, who is 12 and from the 
Sudan, agreed. “I think it's more 
serious than school, because some 
teachers they don't take the kids’ 
educational studies that serious. | 
think they take it more serious 
over here.” 

High expectations have so far 
worked for the Fugees. 

Each player is expected to earn 
and take care of their gear and 
signs a team contract. 

"We reward kids that have good 
grades in school,” Mufleh said. “We 
have always set it 
up so that you 
earn what you 
want, things aren't 
handed out. We 
are about hard 
work not entitle- 
ment.” 

In addition to 
soccer practice, 
the boys must attend tutoring 
twice a week (or more). If they 
miss tutoring, they are benched for 
that week's game. 

“If you get an F you can't play in 
a game until you pull up the 
grade,” Robin said. 

Other Fugees rules include short 
hair, no gum, no swearing and not 
getting girls pregnant. The boys 
respect their coach not only 
because she teaches them winning 
techniques, but also because she 
doesn't tolerate slackers. 

It's apparent though, that compas- 
sion and a sense of fairness drive 
her, or the Fugees Family wouldn't 
exist. 

“| think it is very difficult to be 


forced to leave your country and to 
come and adjust in a very foreign 
place. On one hand it's much bet- 
ter, there is no war but on the 
other hand, they are thrown into 
this country, with little or no 
English, no family, no support sys- 
tem, no education and are expect- 
ed to survive after having gone 
through trauma that most people 
can't even imagine,” she said in an 
interview with Soccerlens last year. 

“We want to create a school for 
kids who have been robbed of 
their childhood, so they won't be 
robbed of their education,” she 
said. 

That fits well with the ASC 
stance that social justice includes 
teaching. And the need to create a 
method that can be duplicated 
elsewhere is imperative, given the 
country’s rapidly changing school 
population. 

A more creative curriculum sup- 
ports the idea that teaching can be 
revolutionary; it could also help 
retain teachers. 

“More than 50 percent of teachers 
leave the field within five years— 
and there's a reason for that,” Emert 
said. “It's because the system is 
designed in such a way not to sup- 
port the sort of lovely idealism that 
makes somebody want to be a 
teacher to begin with. 

“Our teachers come to us loving 
art, loving literature, loving their 
content areas—loving the idea of 
changing a child—and of changing 
the world. And when they get into 
the system, what happens is they 
find a system that does not really 
support that kind of love. It's 
bureaucratic in ways that squelch 
the beauty of the teaching prac- 
tice,” he said. 


He recalled an anecdote from St. 
John’s book where Mufleh is telling 
her team that no matter what hap- 
pens, she expects them to play 
beautiful soccer.” 

“That story had an enormous 
amount of resonance for me as an 
educator, but I think also for us as a 
department," Emert said. 

One of the education depart- 
ments goals is to create teachers 
who are artists. Not just in the 
sense of creating beautiful things, 
Emert said, “but also as the notion 
of art as the idea of re-envisioning 
what can be real. 

"Like when we look at a piece of 
art, it makes us rethink what it is 
that we're looking at. We see 
teaching as possibility, as the possi- 
bility for doing that for the stu- 
dents that our teachers work with, 
and the world generally. 

“That connection seems enor- 
mously strong with these kids and 
these folks," he said. 

Sheldt agrees and echoes the idea 
that came across in St. John’s book: 
these boys had something to teach 
her. 

“Working with the Fugees has 
changed my perspective about 
how | want to interact with the 
world after graduation,” she said. 
“For the past year I've been plan- 
ning pretty much on practicing as 
an artist, I've already started show- 
ing in galleries. But this work with 
the refugees has sort of jolted 
those plans and set me ona 
different route, where now I'm 
more interested in how | can 
myself — as an artist — shape my 
community more directly and 
interact with my community more 
directly, and have a stronger 
effect.”
